If possible, cultivate a hobby that takes 
you outdoors and so both invigorates your 
body and refreshes and enriches your mind. 
Play golf or baseball or tennis; pitch horse- 
shoes; hunt, fish, hike, swim: enjoy boating 
in a boat built by.yourself; botanize, geolo- 
gize, arborealize. The study of birds is a 
most excellent and refining hobby. 

A hobby is usually pursued more for the 
love of it than for pecuniary gain. But I 
will give you an instance where a genuine 
hobby resulted in a very considerable cash 
value. Years ago a German doctor named 
Charles Wachsmuth of Burlington, Ia., be- 
came intefested in fossils, especially in the 
beautiful crinoids or ‘“‘stone lilies’’ which 
abound in the Burlington limestone in that 
vicinity. Day after day with hammer and 
stone chisel he visited the quarries and 
patiently chipped out and, cleaned the fossil 
crinoids. The quarrymen called him “the 
crazy. doctor.” Finally his collection of 
crinoids. all labeled and classified, was re- 
puted to be the largest in the world, and 
was sold to Harvard University for $60.000. 

Hobbies may be initiated, cultivated and 
controlled just like any ordinary habit. 
Don't ride your hobby to death—that is 
dangerous. Remember that duty always 
comes first: the hobby should be secondary. 

Blessed, blessed is the man whose hobby 
coincides with or supplements his regular 
daily duties. His efficiency will surely be 
increased and per consequence his salary 
also.
